anatomical room, where several skeletons were sum 
pended from the ceiling, and sculls and bones lay sea, 
tered about the flour. ilere he prepared to take his 
designs. and either from some previous fatigue, or the 
mtenseness of his study, insensibly fcllasteep, Thiy 
was on Sep. 18, 1692, when an earthquake, that bay 
pened while he was dozing, roused him; and the ;
